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Zanzibar : The pro- Communist regime intends to 
make a major issue of a US Navy squadron’s planned 
visit to East Africa. 

A five -ship squadron is scheduled to arrive at 
Mombasa, Kenya- -about 50 miles from Zanzibar— 
on 20 April for a three-day port call. The Zanzibar 
press is already charging that this involves a threat 
of US intervention in Zanzibar. 

^Zanzibar has instructed its UN mission immedi- 
ately to convene the Afro- Asia group and to protest 
that the entry of the US fleet into the Indian Ocean is 
designed to bring the cold war into an area hitherto 
unaffected. The group is to be urged to complain to 
the UN secretary general and possibly to seek a Se- 
curity Council meeting.^ 

The squadron's arrival in Mombasa will almost 
certainly bring renewed government- organized dem- 
onstrations in Zanzibar calling for the closing of the 
US Embassy. T 
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* Syria : |_The Syrian Baath government has moved 
quickly to quell disturbances which broke out 15 April 
in the northern city of Hama.
